“Have dealers in your territory re- 
trenched and reorganized their es- 
tablishments to a point where they 
are now able to make a reasonable 
profit on a lower volume?” has been 
in the affirmative. Conditions ex- 
isting before the depression, obliga- 
tions such as. leases, 80

‘have complicated this retrenchment 
movement considerably. But the 
job has been done. 

In Great Falls, Mont. R. C. 
Bricker, secretary of the Montana 
Motor Trades Association, reports 
that the technical position of the 
retail market is very low, worse, in 
fact, than during the past two 
years.

RAILS DEVISE NOVEL | 
PLAN TO COPE WITH 
DISTANCE HAULERS 


Washington, Oct. 19.—The Balti- 
more & Ohio, the Pennsylvania, the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
and othed eastern railroads have 
devised and submitted to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission a new 
plan for meeting motor truck com- 
petition, 

Instead of “taking the truck into 
camp,” as is often suggested, by 
buying companies, these railroads 
are proposing to transport the truck 
body itself, including its load, on 
railroad cars, between points reached 
by the railroad’ tracks, at rates 


which they believe will represent 
less cost than that of running the 
truck under its own power between 
the same points, leaving to the 
shipper of the trucking company 
the terminal end of the haul, 
through city streets where the rail- 
road does’ not part of the

$125,000,000 Road Fund 
For 1933 Apportioned 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The Sec- 
retary of Agricuture today ap- 
portioned to the states $125,000,000 
previously authorized for Federal 
aid in road construction for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1933. In 
making the apportionment, 212 per 
cent. was first deducted for admin- 
istration. The remainder was then 
apportioned on the basis of. area, 
population and mileage of rural post 
roads in the various states, From 
the apportionment to each state 
there was then deducted one-fifth 
of the emergency advance funds ap- 
portioned last December. The net 
apportionment available for new 
projects amounts to $105,875,000. 
The new funds are available to 
the states for immediate obligation 
on projected construction. The ap- 
portionment has been made two and 
one-half months in advance of the 
usual date so that the states may 
get an early start on plans for next 
season’s construction. 
The Bureau of Public Roads, 


aati which Federal aid funds 
are administered, has indicated a 
desire to accept policies designed to 
increase employment and to pro- 
tect labor. Among the acceptable 
policies are the fixing of a fair 
minimum scale for unskilled labor 
and restrictions, giving preference 
to local unskilled labor and to citi- 
zens of the state in which work is 
done. If legal, the use of Federal 
aid will be allowed where labor is 
employed direct and where such 
projects can be carried on econom- 
ically to provide local employment. 
Restrictions as to hours per day and 
days per week in order that work- 
ers may be continuously employed 
are also acceptable, The Bureau of 
Public Roads will not accept the 
disbarment of a contractor from the 
award of a contract because he is a 
non-resident of the state, provided 
he is the lowest responsible bidder, 
nor will it accept the limitation of 
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possible this winter. 

The supervisors were brought to- 
gether by Gov. Bruckner to listen 
to the plans of his Unemployment 
Commission and Mr, Mott took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to tell 
how General Motors is co-operating; 
also to read the N. A. C, C. letter, 
which asked all members to put 
their shoulders to the wheel in this 
emergency. 

Mr. Mott is quoted as having 
said that General Motors will adopt 
a double shift system in all depart- 
ments where thiS procedure is pos- 
sible, Whether this double shift will 
mean two and a half or three days 
of work each week fo reach em- 
ployee, or whether the shifts will 
alternate weekly, Mr. Mott was not 
prepared to say. 

Inquiry among the various units 
of G. M. brought out that while 
none could say right now as to 
when this plan would be officially 
started, yet several of them already 
are operating along these lines in 
the effort to furnish work to as 
many as possible.

New York, Oct. 15 19.—Jo —Joseph Bijur 
and Mrs, Bijur were found dead this 
morning in the Long Island City 
plant of the Bijur Lubriéating Com- 
pany, of which Mr. Bijur was pres- 
ident, 

Mr. Bijur has been a well known 
figure in the automotive industry 
almost from its start and was one 
of its leading inventors. He invent- 
ed the Bijur starting and lighting 
system and also a starter drive. He 
also invented the lubricating system 
named for him. 

In the early days he had a bat- 
tery manufacturing organization, 
which was later absorbed by West- 
inghouse. Mr. Bijur was 57 years 
old and had been in poor health 
for a considerable period.

INSURANCE CURE 
FOR BAY STATE 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 19.—Gov. Jo- 
seph B. Ely has placed before the 
legislative committees studying the 
compulsory insurance problem his 
bill for checking the rising rates. 

The bill, which was outlined to 
the committee behind closed doors 
by Frederick J. Dillon of his secre- 
tarial staff and Harry Wiggin, 
House counsel, provides for elimina- 
tion of guest claims, a deductible 
policy, a demerit rating system and 
prompt notice of claims to insurance 
companies. 


The Senate and House are meet- | 


ing in formal session every other 
day since the governor called the 


special session. It was said that 
some definite committee report 
might be before the branches 
Wednesday. 


Meanwhile the corridor discus- 
sions left doubt whether the diver- 
gent views can be reconciled. It was 
intimated that Gov. Ely believes the 
demerit rating system the least im- 
portant of his proposals and might 
agree to withdraw it if he could get 
support of Wis deductible policy. 

Under the bill submitted by the 
governor, additional special deputy 
insurance commissioners would be 
named to assist in administering 
the law. These would be appointed 
by the governor. 

Provisions are made for the elim- 
ination of guests’ claims unless such 
persons are being transported for 
fare and the vehicle is regularly 
used for hire. 

An elaborate machinery is set up 
for the operation of the demerit 
rating system and the deductible 
policy.

If a disagreement arises between 
the company and*a person making 
a claim, the matter, at the written 
request of the claimant, would be 
referred to three disinterested per- 
sons to be chosen by the insurance 
company, the claimant and _ the 
commissioner of insurance. An 
award in writing by a majority of 
the referees shall be final.

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Raids on Gas Taxes 


ITH the present need for raising money to maintain 

various functions of government, state and local, there 
are going to be many attempts during the coming winter to 
raid the funds coming from taxes levied on motor fuels. 
Weeping legislators are going to point to starving unem- 
ployed, the unpaid public school teachers, to leaking sewers, to 
ineffective police departments and to a score of other chan- 
nels in which money raised by gas taxes can be better spent 
than on building roads. 

The United States Bureau of Public Roads some months 
ago published official figures which showed that $27,378,- 
000 in taxes raised by levies on motor fuel, were deverted 
from highway purposes to other uses, schools, reduction of 
general tax and in other channels. From the amount raised 
by the states from license fees for motor vehicles more than 
$9,000,000 was shifted to other uses than road extension and 


maintenance. 
In comparison with the total amount raised by gasoline 


taxes and license fees, these sums are not startling, but they 
do represent a vicious idea. Every cent of money raised from 
motorists as a class should go on the roads. That is the 
nominal excuse for placing these heavy imposts on a single 
class of citizen, and legislators should not be permitted to 


divert the money to other uses. 

No one in the country is unsympathetic to the present 
problem of unemployment. It has its effect on every one of 
us, whether we are empioyed or not. But state legislators 
and municipal and county lawmakers should not be allowed 
to make this an excuse for sending gasoline tax money and 
license fees into devious channels. And make no mistake, 
there are going to be continuous attempts to do just this 
during the coming winter. They should, all of them, be stren- 
uously fought. If we allow this now, we shall have set a 
precedent that will create a serious evil long after the present 
depression is a matter of history. 


Our Boom 


T is just about an unalterable law that in human psychology 
“all things are comparative.” We in the automotive indus- 
try look back upon the 5,500,000 motor vehicle units 
turned out in 1929 and then look forward and find that our 
total production in 1931 is not going to be more than 2,400,- 
000, and humanly enough we groan with apprehension. The 
successful dealer looks back and remembers that he had a 
net profit two years ago of $25,000 and peers ahead to see 
a possible $5,000 or $6,000 or, by the grace of the mad gods, 
$10,000 for 1931 and he groans in apprehension of what will 
happen to him next year. 

The storekeeper looks back to 1929 and weeps copious 
tears as he scans that ancient balance sheet and compares it 
with what he will have when 1931 ends its unseemly course. 

And yet it is wholesome for all of us to consider that if 
England or Germany or even France were doing as much 
business and had as little concrete economic danger to worry 
about as we have, they would be screaming to the world to 
come and see the miraculous boom they were enjoying. 

When we come honestly to analyze our present condition, 
we can find so many favorable factors, our machinery for 
production, our per capita wealth, our natural resources, we 
ought to be ashamed to sit around groaning. We are passing 
through a period of difficulty, but there is nothing in the 
fundamentals of the situation that will not yield to some 
honest elbow grease and some good old-fashioned American 
faith in ourselves. If we could shake off the paralysis of 
fear that has enveloped the whole country and substitute 
faith in our own ability to meet problems as we have met 
them before, revival would be instantaneous.

SHOW STRENGTH IN 
SEPTEMBER SALES

improvement in this division of the 
vehicle market. 

R. L. Polk & Co., compilers of the 
official registration figures, today 
present returns from twenty-nine 
states on passenger car sale: and 
from twenty-seven states on com- 
mercial units sold. These partial 
returns strengthen ‘he belief that 
the previous estimate of 121,000 will 
prove to be just about accurate. 

The twenty-nine states, normally 
representing 52 per cent. of the pas- 


senger car registrations in the 
United States, show a total of 63,363 
units sold in September as against 
69,897 during the preceding month 
this year and 88,152 units during 
September last year. An optimistic 
note is that while last week’s totals 
for 14 states then available showed 
September off 30.63 per cent. from 
the same month last year and 24.86 
per cent. under August, 1931, the 29 
states now complete are off 28.12 per 
cent. from last year and only 22.41 
per cent. under August, 1931. 

It is pointed out in the Polk Com- 
pany’s report that if sales for the 
entire country in September aggre- 
gate 120,000 units that total will still 
be more than 50 per cent. under the

Proposed Rates Filed 


Proposed rates for this new kind 
of service have been filed for an 
experimental period of one year 
to apply between Jersey City and 
Baltimore, and between Baltimore 
and Richmond, Va., via the Balti- 
more & Ohio, the Central of New 
Jersey, the Pennsylvania and the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg & Poto- 
mac railroads, and between Jersey 
City or Hoboken and Scranton via 
the Deleware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern. Three rates are proposed, for 
trucking bodies up to 15 feet in 
length, between 15 and 20 feet in 
length and up to 25 feet in length, 
having a maximum width of 8 feet 
6 inches and a maximum height of 
9 feet. 

Between Jersey City and Balti- 
more the proposed rates for the 
three sizes are $28, $35 and $42. Be- 
tween Baltimore and Richmond they 
are $24, $30 and $38, and between 
Jersey City and Scranton they are 
$28, $35 and $42. The rates apply to 
the public team tracks in each city. 

What the railroads are now pro- 
posing is that a “truck body” loaded 
or empty, furnished by the shipper, 
shall be treated as an article of 
freight by itself and given a specific 
rate just as specific rates are as- 
signed to almost any commodity 
that moves in volume.
